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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-1 5 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of record 
fails to teach or render obvious a magnetic random access memory device (MRAM), a computer 
system comprising the device, and a method for operating the MRAM device with all exclusive 
limitations as recited in claims 1,11, and 12, comprising an array of MRAM cells, each MRAM 
cell having a magnetic reference layer, a magnetic data layer, and a heating element, the heating 
element providing, in use, localized heating of the respective reference layer so as to reduce the 
coercivity of the reference layer to facilitate switching of the respective reference layer without 
switching of the data layers.
